I. — The  Institution  shall  be  called  the  WHITCHURCH 
COTTAGE  HOSPITAL  and  DISPENSARY. 

II.  — Its  objects  shall  be  the  treatment  in  Die  Hospital 
of  cases  of  disease  and  accident  among  the  poor  and 
others,  which  cannot  be  efficiently  treated  in  their  own 
homes.  All  patients  must  be  resident  within  eight  miles 
of  the  Hospital. 

III.  — The  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  conveyed 
to  and  vested  in  not  more  than  seven  nor  less  than  three 
Trustees.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  Trust  it  shall 
be  filled  up  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers. 

IY. — The  Institution  shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee 
who  shall  have  full  control  over  its  affairs,  including  the 
appointment  of  Sub-Committees  (with  all  or  any  of  the 
powers  of  the  Committee)  the  making  of  Bye-Laws  and 
the  appointment  of  Nurses.  The  Committee  shall 
consist  of  not  more  than  twenty-one  persons,  to 
be  appointed  at  a  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  and 
of  the  Medical  Officers,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Trus¬ 
tees.  One  third  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  shall 
retire  at  each  Annual  General  Meeting  by  rotation,  but 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  Three  members  of  the 
Committee  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  domestic  arrange¬ 
ments  shall  be  under  the  management  and  supervision 
of  a  Sub-Committee  of  Ladies.  The  Secretary  may  at' 
any  time  call  meetings  of  the  Committee.  In  case  of  a 
casual  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Membership  of  the 
Committee,  the  Same  may  be  filled  by  the  Committee 
itself,  the  person  so  appointed  serving  for  the  unex¬ 
pired  term  of  the  member  replaced. 


V.  — There  shall  be  an  Hon.  Auditor,  also  an  Hon. 
Treasurer  of  the  Institution,  both  of  wfiom  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  and 
shall  vacate  their  offices  at  the  Annual  General  Meet¬ 
ing.  A  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Committee. 

VI.  — Every  registered  medical  man  in  bona  fide  prac¬ 
tice  residing  within  the  parish  of  Whitchurch  shall  be 

invited  to  be  an  Honorary  Surgeon  of  the  Institution. 

* 

VII.  — Patients  will  be  admitted  by  the  Committee  and 
must  bring  with  them  a  recommendation,  signed  b$  a 
subscriber,  and  countersigned  by  a  Medical  man.  In 
cases  of  accident  or  immediate  urgency  no  recommenda¬ 
tion  is  required.  No  person  suffering  from  any  Infect¬ 
ious  Disease,  Phthisis,  Enilepsy  or  any  form  of  Mental 
Derangement  shall  be  admitted.  Chronic  cases  will  be 
admitted  only  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee. 
Patients  will  be  admitted  for  one  month.  The  necessity 
for  a  longer  stay  to  be  certified  by  the  MedicaL  OfficeT 
in  charge.

VIII.  — Each  patient  shall  pay  a  weekly  sum  towards 
the  Hospital  expenses,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Committee  in  proportion  to  the  circiun- 

•  stances  of  each  case. 

IX.  — The  financial  year  shall  end  on  December  31st, 
at  which  date  a  Statement  of  Accounts  shall  be  pre¬ 
pared.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers 
in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  to  be  convened 
by  the  Secretary  and  of  which  at  least  seven  days 
notice  shall  be  given,  when  the  Statement  of  Accounts 
for  the  past  year  shall  be  submitted,  the  Committee  and 
Officers  elected  and  any  other  necessary  business  trans¬ 
acted.

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Whitchurch  Cottage 
Hospital  was  held  at  the  Hospital,  on  Wednesday,  April  25th, 
Mr.  R.  B.  Jones  presiding,  supported  by  Mr.  R.  J.  Eccleston, 
vice-chairman,  Miss  E.  Evans,  matron,  and  Mr.  Edward  South 
secretary.  Apologies  for  absence  were  received  from  Mr.  and 

Mrs.  Beckett,  Major  Lambert,  Mrs.  Corser,  Mrs.  Thompson,

Mr.  Sowden  and  Mr.  Bristow. 

CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT. 

Presenting  his  report,  Mr.  Jones  said  the  activities  and 
finances  had  again  exceeded  the  previous  year,  and  it  was  satis¬ 
factory  to  see  the  upward  trend  in  this  direction.  Patients  had 
increased  by  21  and  55  more  operations  and  64  extra  X-Ray 
patients  had  been  dealt  with  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  They  regretted  the  resignation  of  Miss  Wakelin  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  during  her  two  and  a  half  years’  service  as 
matron  many  improvements  were  made,  and  the  committee 
acknowledged  her  devotion  to  the  nursing  and  management 
during  that  period.  Miss  Evans  who  succeeded  hpr  came  from 
the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary  with  qualifications  which  should 
continue  the  good  work  which  had  been  carried  on  at  the  hos¬ 
pital  for  so  many  years.  Unfortunately  thpy  were  still  under¬ 
staffed,  and  they  could  only  hope  that  the  end  of  the  war  would 
also  see  the  end  of  their  difficulties  in  this  rpspect.  The  com¬ 
mittee  had  been  greatly  encouraged  by  the  continued  support 
of  the  public  during  the  year  both  in  voluntary  money  gifts, 
church  collections,  etc.,  and  in  thp  many  gifts  in  kind  which 
were  sacrifices  in  these  days.  They  were  grateful  to  the  ladies 
who  had  recen  tly  assisted  in  the  repair  of  linen  and  to  all  those 
who  by  collective  and  individual  efforts  had  raised  funds.  They 
wrere  deeply  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  J.  Eccleston  and  his  band  of 
willing  helpers  who  had  added  a  further  sum  of  £580  to  the 
Building  and  Equipment  Fund  during  the  year.  This  now 
stood  at  £980,  and  it  was  hoped  to  build  it  up  so  that  post  war 
development  should  not  be  hampered  by  lack  of  money.  All- 


round  increase  in  expenditure  was  rather  to  be  expected,  but 
it  was  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  know  that  tbeir  income  bad 
met  the  growing  demand  on  revenue  and  left  them  with  a  sur¬ 
plus  of  £91  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  committee  stressed  the 
advantage  of  the  Contributory  Schemes  of  which  the  Royal 
Salop  and  Deeside  were  the  local  organisations.  Whilst  pro¬ 
viding  free  maintfenance  to  the  contributor  and  their  families, 
it  was  as  well  to  point  out  that  only  about  one  half  of  the  cost 
of  such  maintenance  was  met  by  the  schemes,  leaving  the  re¬ 
mainder  to  be  found  out  of  investment  and  voluntary  income. 

Concluding,  Mr.  Jones  expressed  appreciation  of  the 
me  dical  and  nursing  stalls  who  had  done  so  much  towards  the 
successful  achievements  of  the  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

1  he  accounts  were  adopted  on  the  motion  of  the  Rev. 
Thos.  Thompson,  supported  by  Mrs.  R.  Lambert. 

COMMITTEE. 

Six  nominations  were  received  for  five  vacancies  on  the 
committee,  and  the  following  were  elected,  Mrs.  Lambert,  Mrs 
L.  Thompson,  Miss  Vawdrey,  Miss  Darlington,  and  Mrs.  J. 
H.  Wynne. 

APPOINTMENTS  AND  THANKS. 

The  chairman  extended  thanks  to  Mr.  J.  D.  Patrick,  the 
hon.  treasurer,  for  the  wrork  he  had  done  and  the  interest  he 
had  shown  in  the  Hospital,  and  Mr.  Eccleston  paid  a  similar 
tribute  to  IVIr.  G.  W.  Bristow,  the  honorary  auditor.  Both  were 
re-elected. 

Moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  doctors,  the  Rev.  Thos. 
Thompson  said  that  a  great  part  of  the  success  of  the  hospital 
wTas  due  to  the  medical  profession. 

Mrs.  Hugh  Manley  welcoming  the  matron,  said  they 
were  grateful  to  her  for  the  way  she  had  carried  on  under  try¬ 
ing  times. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Patrick  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chair¬ 
man  and  vice-chairman,  and  responding  Mr.  Jones  said  that 
the  hospital  costs  were  nearly  double  to  what  they  were  7  or  8 
3'ears  ago,  and  during  1944  the  hospital  had  done  more  and 
better  work  than  ever  it  had  done  before.  Referring  to  the  bn- 


ances,  Mr.  Jones  said  that  without  their  income  from  invest¬ 
ments  there  would  have  been  a  deficit  of  £360.  In  the  near 
future,  it  would  he  necessary  to  make  some  extensions.  They 
were  in  a  sound  state  and  doing  good  work. 

Mr.  Eccleston  said  he  was  only  anxious  that  the  Cottage 
Hospital  should  be  second  to  none  and  that  patients  should 
have  the  very  best  attention  that  could  be  given  to  them.  He 
was  disappointed  to  see  such  a  small  attendance  and  regretted 
that  the  general  public  did  not  take  morp  interest  in  the  meeting 

i  hanks  were  expressed  to  Mr.  E.  South  who  has  held 
the  office  of  secretary  for  nearly  21  jrnars.
